TOBACCO COURSE 

Owing to tii«- increased Importance of tobacco 

growing in Kentucky the college of agriculture of 
the State university, in connection with the Ken- 
tucky agricultural experiment station, will estab- 
lish next Spring a special course of instruction in 
tobacco raising, which will be free to all persons 
living in the State. The course will cover every 
step in bringing tobacco to its finished state, from 
the preparation of the seed bed to the stripping and 
grading of the cured leaf. 

The course will begin the lirst of March in each 
year, with practical instruction in the preparation 

of the seed bed, seed testing, cleansing of tolMM 

seed ami the preparation of the soil. 

Kach student will be given a small tract for an 
experimental patch of tobacco, and at the end of 
the season his crop will be graded by an expert 
tobacco buyer. The lirst three months of the course 
will he devoted to the earlier life of the tobaceo 
plant, the second three months to its cultivation 
and harvest and methods .»! fighting disease ami 
insects, and the third three months to its Imndling, 
curing, stripping and marketing, 

Let the college also teach the young men how 
they can gel a fair price for their tobacco without 
holding it in the barns tor two months after the 
Christmas holidays.- Owenshoro Messenger 

KENTUCKY AS A COAL PRODUCING STATE. 

So far as the records of early coal production in 
the United States are to bfl accepted Kentucky, ac- 
cording to B. W. Parker, of the I'nited States OcO- 
logical Survey, was the third State to enter the list 
of regular coal producers, One of the early re- 
ports of the Kentucky Oeologieal Survey (pub- 

lished in IS.'IS) states that the first coal prodt d 

in the State was mined in 1827 on 'the right side 
of the (Cumberland) river below the mouth of 
Laurel." This was evidently from either Laurel or 
Pulaski County, but the exact location is not deft- 
witely stated. 

The same report says that in 1888 live boatload.-, 
of coal from these mines arrived at Nashville, and 
that from 1829 to 1834 probably from twenty live 
to thirty-Cve boatloads were sent out each year 
The boatloads averaged about 1,780 bushels, or 
sixty-six tons each. From 1884 to 1837 the total 
shipments were from seventy live to 100 boatloads, 
or about 3,500 bushels annually. The coal was for 
the most purt consumed in the salt works and iron 
furnaces convenient to the rivers which furnished 

the only means of transportation, 

Prom the best information obtainable it seems 
that the production of the State from 182!> to 1835 
ranged from 2,000 to 6,000 tons a year. The I'nited 
States census for 1840 gives the total production in 
the State as 23,527 short tons. By I860, according 
to the census for that year, the production amount 
ed to 285,760 short tons. Operations were necei 
sarily somewhat interrupted during the Civil War! 
but since 1870, after the State had begun to recover 
from the effects of the war. the production has in 
creased rapidly. 



President Wilson "nys he Is dubious about the 
existence of hard times. With an annual salary of 
$75,000, and *25,000 extra for traveling expenses, 
the times may n ot seem particularly hard to him. 

Some months ago, the. United States Supreme 
Court decided that the selling price of a manufac- 
tured article could not he fixed by the manufactur- 
er: but in Kngland the courts have decided that 
the manufacture r hns that right. 

Increasing costs of production and continued se- 
verity in competition, it is reported, have restricted 
profits in many quarters of the underwear industry. 
This is one of the elements credited in many parts 
of the trade for the decision of the managements 
of two New York mills to suspend operations, at 
least for a time. The Troy Knitting Company of 
Troy has ceased the production of underwear, not 
having taken any fall orders. The Capron Knitting 
Company, Utiea, will complete its present orders, 
while its future is dependent upon further action 
of the stockholders. 



Louisiana continues to exert every effort, except 
voting right, to prevent the enforcement of the law, 
which partly went into effect March 1, putting 
sugar on the free list. Of course, w hen the law goes 
into effect to thfl full extent it will wipe out the 
sugar industry in Louisiana, with its millions of 
dollars of invested capital. But the beet sugar 
industry of the North will bp a much greater suf- 
ferer. The representatives of Louisiana voted to 
impose free trade on all Northern products but 
sought to save the cane sugar, rice, peanut and 
other Southern industries. They failed in the mat- 
ter of sugar. Hut they supported Ihe Free Trade 
party in everything else, and have voted for Free 
Trade for the rest of the country right along. Will 
they continue to do so? 

Persia offers a lesson on the alleged advantage 
of low cost of living. The Consul-t ietieral of that 
country in New York is quoted by the Washington 
Post as saying I 'You can buy a cow in Persia for 
88, a big Thanksgiving mrkey for five cents, and 
chickens for two cents apiece; eggs sell for two 
cents -i do/en, and other food supplies are corres- 
pondingly cheap.' - Why.* For Ihe reason that such

And accordingly they are applying 
their brains and experience to the crea 
lion of business. Kvery dollar's worth 
Of business so created redounds to the 
benetit of the communities the road, 
serve and these men are, as the vast 
majority of railway men in this country 
have always been, Kinpire builders. It 
is unneeessarv to inquire whether they 
are actuated by entirely altruistic mo- 
tives, because the interests of the trans 
portation lines and the country are SO 
intertwined economically that what ben 
eflts one benefits the other. It is enough 
to know that there is furnished under 
this system of private owner-hip an in

I'mler a system of public ownership 
this incentive would be lacking. The 
operator of a transportation line would 
be an operator and nothing more. He 
would be fulfilling his entire duty, if hi 
furnished as good service as possible 
under the limitations placed upon him 
by the enactments of legislative bodies, 
entirely unacquainted with transporta 
tion questions and having but an aca- 
demic interest in the question of piotit 
able or unprofitable operation.

While Father Casliin munnureil 
the prayer of death, which was respond 
el to b) Cironnl, the current was turn 
ed on. 

Two shocks were given and "Dago 
Pmak" was pronounced dead bv Dr. 
Farr. 

Frank Sei.lensliner was the second to 
be put to death. Two shocks were re- 
quired before death came, lie was say- 
ing, "I did not ihOOt, 1 did not shoot 

a' Rosenthal. Stannisli testified " 

when the electric current was applied. 

Harry Horowitz was the third to 
be executed. Two shocks were given 
him. He was pronounced dead at StOS, 
He made no statement and was repeat- 
ing a Jewish prayer at his death. 

Louis Kosenberg was the fourth gun 
man to be brought into the chamber. 
He displayed an unusual power of re 
sistiini'e to the electric current and was 
not pronounced dead until after the 
third contuct. He made no statement. 
None Confessed Htt Guilt. 

None confessed his guilt ami none 
mentioned the name of Charles Uecker, 
the former police lieutenant, found 
gailty of instigating the murder, but 
■>u\e,| by Court of Appeals reversal. 

Of tlie four who died, Frunk Seid 
BasBBer made the only statement. Kven 
lie did not flatly assert his innocence. 

" Gentlemen, " he mumbled BS they 
strapped him in the chnir, "I did not 
shoot at Rosenthal, them who said I did 
wm perjurers. For the sake of justice, 
gentlemen, I sav 1 didn't. The witness 
Stannish " 

lie did not tin i-.li the sentence. The 
strange harness had boon adjusted and 
the current shot hia body forward in 
the chair. He had iiienut to say that 
Stnniiiah, a wsiter and a witness ut 
the murdor trial, had lied; , but death 
i.itorvened. 

All the bodies of the gunmen will be 
claimed by relatives. Mra. Ciroflci re- 
mained with her sun si late a* 4 a. ut.
